Order Office Management Holds Conference 


Under the guidance of Mr. A. H. Young, 
M.O. superintendent; Mr. E. G. Rogers, mana¬ 
ger of M.O. Operating and Service; Mr. A. W. 
P. Harrison, department manager, Order 
Office Management, and Mr. A. J. Day, assist¬ 
ant, staffs from our Western Ontario, Mani¬ 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta Order Offices 
held conferences here September 20 to 25 and 
October 4 to 8. Each group put in a busy and 
instructive time on inspection tours of the 
Mail Order, following the processing of an 
order from receipt to final dispatch, with de¬ 
partment managers explaining department 
work in detail. 

Matters or* office routine, how to send in 
regular mail orders, vouchers, and how to deal 
with exchanges, complaints and claims; Gen¬ 
eral Office work, and particulars of the Ex¬ 


pense Office work as it affected them, were 
all important subjects of the conference for 
the first two days. 

Then came talks by the responsible mana¬ 
gers on Public Relations work, Staff Training, 
Catalogue Distribution, Department Merchan¬ 
dise; also Budget Plan operation, General 
Audit work and all the complex business of 
Mail Order Assembly and Shipping. Also Re¬ 
ceiving—freight, express, mail—as it affects 
the Order Offices. 

A heavy schedule interspersed, however, 
with enough of the “social round” of lunches 
and dinners to make it an all-around beneficial 
get-together. Both for meeting each other as 
fellow-Eatonians and seeing the big Mail 
Order organization at first hand, a fine oppor¬ 
tunity to learn more about Order Office work.
